25 MILES OF GOAL

Defect in Engine Forces
Him to Land at

Nyack.
EXPECTS TO REACH
iNLW YORK TO-DAY

End of Journey Finds Aviator
Holding World's Long Dis¬
tance Record.Long Flight
Down Hudson River Is

Full of Picturesque
Events.

Nyack. N V . August 24..Another
delay incident to aviation brought dtt-
appointnient to thousands of people
along the lower Hudson River and in
New York City to-day, when Harry
N. Atwood, in his record-breaking
flight from St. Louis, failed to sail overNew York and land at Sheepsheid Bay,but instead, on account of a defect inhis engine, was oompelied to land here,within twenty-five miles of his des¬
tination. To-morrow, probably early,Atwood expects to resume his trip andIn a few hours finish tho longest aero¬
plane flight over achieved.
Atwood's position to-night 1b 1,240

miles from St. Louis, and Just twenty-five miles from the heart of New York.
His actual flying time for the distance,
covered In eleven days, Is 27 hours and
45 minutes. I
Despite his failure to land in New I

Tork. the day's sail of 109 miles down
the Hudson River gave Atwood, by
aeventy-MlX miles, the world's long
distance record, formerly held by
Kuropean aeronauts.
Atwood's flight down the Hudson

was full of picturesque events. He
covered the 109 miles from Castleton,
where he ascended at 7:36 A. M., to
Nyack, where he made his final land¬
ing at 11:33 A. M., In .in actual flyingtime of 2 hours and 37 minutes. Start¬
ing from Castleton, just one hour and
three minutes brought him over King¬
ston, opposite Rhinccliff, which marked
his having surpassed by thirteen, miles
the previous world's long distance
record of 1,164 miles.

Goes I nder Bridge.
Further down Atwood dropped so

near the water as to be able to shout
to the passengers on a ferryboat. At
thai point he approached the Pough-
keepsle Bridge, and, swooping still
lower, he went under It at a height
above water of only 100 feet.
Atwood's explanation of his failure

to land at West Point, where the parade
ground? were crowded with ofllcers,
adets and citizens, was that he found
the space allotted him too hampered.
After sailing low enough to look over
the. prospect he rose again, sailed over
the river and landed at Garrison, fifty
miles from New York, where no one
was walling to greet him.
At 11:05 A. M. Atwood started again,

purposing to make his last dart for
Sheepshead Bay and thus complete tho
trip. But ho had not gone far when
he discovered that wearing metal on
his engine had worn away, and the
mechanism was wobbling. Twenty-
eight minutes after his last start, and
when only twenty-five miles out of
New York, he decided to descend here.
Atwood is working to-night on the

broken engine of his aeroplane. Close
as he is to the f.nlsh of his flight from
St. Lculs, the young aviator to-night
said he faces the most embarrassing
predicament of his long Journey.
His biplane. Is In an awkward hox,

BANKING LAWS
CAUSE RUMPUS

Attorney-General Says Holding
Concerns Are Illegal; Mac-
Veagh Says "No," and Presi¬
dent Is Placed in Very Em¬

barrassing Position as
to His Course.

Washington, D. C, August 24..At-|
tornc-y-General Wickeraham has pre-]clpltated a blgeCablnet rumpus and
caused to be put up to President Taft
for settlement a question that Is load¬
ed with political dynamite, more seri¬
ous in this respoot, probably, than even
the Wiley case, In which Mr. Wlcker-
Bham figured so prominently.
That Mr. Taft will not send a letter!

of thanks to hia Attorney-General for
the trouble about to be caused him,
and that he may explode In such a
manner as to give offense to Mr. Wick¬
ersham, were suggestions to-day from
responsible officials of the administra¬
tion. It was even hinted Uiat there
may follow aome Cabinet chanses as a
result of this and other vicissitudes
thrtrst upon the President by Cabinet
officers who failed to Bettle tho ques¬
tions that primarily were within their
province.
The situation at this time 1b caused

by the National City Bank and National
City Company case, which has be tin
hanging tire for several weeks.

In view of the Importance It may
assume In the Cabinet ir?e and po'Itlcs
of the country before a great while.

Orgunlzed Holding Concern,Several months ago something like
three-fourths of the stockholders of
the National City Bank of New York,
a Standard Oil concern, used an extra
dividend paid to them by that bank
to organize tf»< National City Com¬
pany, a State chartered Institution
The avowed object of this company

was to do a business that could not
lie done by a national bank. There Is
much that national banks are not al¬
lowed to do under the natlom/ bal¬
ing laws of the country- They are
not allowed to own stock In other
natl/inal banks: they are not allowed
to do a savings business; they are not
allowed to own real estate, not to
mention a .number of other things.
Various State banking institutions

have profited by tl^ese fnhlhltlor.lv, with
the result that the State banks have
been running tile national banks nlp-
and-tuck rjyics for fat profits. In self-
defense stockholders of national banks
some years ^.go began organizing sub¬
sidiary companies, some under the
names of trust companies and some
under other names.
The Secretary* of the Treasury and

the Controller of tho Currency made
no objeotlon. There are at the present
time something like 200 of these affili¬
ated companies. The capital stocks of
each are separate and distinct, accord¬
ing to Treasury officials, and the fail¬
ure of one would not he affected by
the other. Tho National City Bank,
for Instance, w.v.Ud not" be Impaired
should the National City Company
close Its doors from bad management.
There Is simply an affiliation that Is
mutual, but In which the funds of
each Is not Involved with the other.
There Is no law, It Is pointed out,
preventing the stockholders of a na
tlonal bank from owning stock In an

PROBABLY LOSI
IN STORM AT SEA

Fears Felt for Safety of Steamer
Martin and Crew of

Ten Men.

PARTY ON BARGE ESCAPES
Leaves Sailing Vessel in Yawl

and Reaches Light¬
house.

Midland. Ontario. August 24..The
steamer C. C. Martin, of Midland, with
a crew of ten, was probably lost In
tho storm on Georgian nay Monday
n'.ght. The barge Albatross. In tow
of the Martin, sank during the storm,
but her crew reached the lighthouse
at the mouth of the French River
last night In a yawl boat. Nothing
has been heard from the Martin.
As soon as the survivors of the Al¬

batross reported last night their bat-
tlo with the storm, searching partlo.t
went out for trace of the Martin.
They returned this afternoon without
success.
The yawl boat, when it reached the

lighthouse at the mouth of FrenchRiver last night, bearing the survivors
of the Albatross, two men, three wi¬
nter and two children, a girl of :wo
years and a haby boy of two months,boto every evidence of a terrific con-
tsnl with the elements. The crnft h-id
been buffeted about for thirty-alx
hours. There had been no food 'or
the shipwrecked people since the Al¬
batross went down. Pome of them
n-e now said to be In a serious con¬
dition

Violent Storm.
The Albatross Is a sailing vessel of

3 17 tons, and was owned by the Mid¬
land Towing and Wrecking Company,
Ltd of Midland. While still In tow
of the Martin on Monday afternoon
sho struggled Violently against «he
storm.

But after the wind and waves hail
battered the plunging tug and strained
that barge for several hours, the Hue
parted and all bunds aboard the. Al¬
batross made ready to leave the ship.
The thirteen-foot yawl was launch¬

ed over the leeslde. and the women and
babies were put aboard. The men
hud scarcely time to Jump 1" and cast
loose when the. vessel sank. The wind
picked up the yawl, and when all
trace of the Martin was lost. Captain
Denn, Of the Albatross, rigged a make¬
shift sail and tried to make, the French

ASK RECOGNITION
OF FEDERATION

Failing to Get It, 25,000 Shop¬
men May Quit

Work.

HARRIMAN LINES INVOLVED

Several Conferences Held, but
Amicable Solution Is

Xot in Sight.
Chicago, August 2-1..A conference

between Vice-President Julius Krutt-
schr.itt, of the Union and Southern
I":iclrtc Railroads, and J. W. Kline, lu¬
ll .-national president of the Black¬
smiths' Union, was held here to-day
without any steps being taken toward
a »oltlemeiit of differences Involving
i.'».(iC.u shopmen employed by the Har¬
riman lines.

150th Vice-Presldent Kt-uttschtiitt
and President Kline declined to dis¬
cuss what was done at the confer-
'ir.cu, but it is said that the entice
suoject of the railroad's refusal n
recognize the federated labor Organi¬
zation« instead of Individual unions
was considered.

It Is said that Vice-President Krut".-
schnltl Is following Instructions of
the directors of the lines In refusing
to yield to the demunds of the shop¬
men for recognition of the federated
organization.

Shortly after the meeting .Mr. ICrutt-
schnitt left for the West, where ho
will spend two weeks investigating
tho labor situation.
The roads involved in the present

di.-pute nre the Union pacific, South¬
ern Pacific, Central Pacific, uregon
Shor Line, Houston and Texas Cen-
t'.'j Oregon Railroad and Navigation
Company, San Pedro, Los Angeles and
Suit I,'ikc Railroad.
Shop workers of the Illinois Central

Railroad assert grievances similar to
those claimed by the llarrlman men.

Recognition Refused.
President Kline, In outlining the po¬

sition of the shopmen, said:
"June C last a committee of workers

on the Harriman lines met in Salt Lake
City to form a federation of the mem¬
bers of various mechanical crafts un¬
der railroad management. The organ-^Izntlon was formed for protection ana
In the Interest of economy and conve¬
nience. Kor some reason the Harriman
lines refused to recognize the federated
body.

"That is all the men are asking.
The question of wages Is not Involved.
Since the federated body was formed
ejhe men nctlve In the movement havel

THREE OF FAMILY

Young Man Arrested Alter
Bodies Are Found in Burn¬

ing Building.

THREATS OF VIOLENCE MADE

Prisoner Secretly May Be Taken
to Evansville tor Safe¬

keeping.
Boonevllle, Ind.. August 21..Instead

J of being married to-night, as he had
planned, Wm. Lee, twenty-one years
old. is in Jail, charged with the mur-
del- of his father. Richard Lee. his
mother and his younger brother Clar-
ence. whose blackened bodies, the
skulls crushed with an axe or hatchet,
were found early to-day In their burnt
Ing home. Becuuse of threats of vlo-
lence against him, Lee may secretly be
taken to the jail at Hvansvllle for safe
keeping.
Coroner Farley began an Inquest to¬

day. Lee calmly refused 40 miflte any
further statement than that he was
awakened early this morning by fire
in the family's home: thut he dressed
und then ran to give an alarm, and
(hen returned to attempt to rescue
his father, mother and brother.

All axe and hatchet, the heads cov-
ered with blood, were picked up in the
house after firemen had put out the
flames. Truces of kerosene were found
on the beds and (he (loors. In a tab]
drawer were insurance policies for
000 on the live« of the father, (lfty-
two years old, and the youniSer jo\.'
seventeen years old. Cash amounting!
to S.ltiO. the proceeds of the sale yc -jtorttay of some properly owned by jthe Lees at Newburg had disappeared.A fourth share of the money from .the'
sale had been given to William Lee'
for his father.

To llnve Been Married.
William I<ee was to have been mar- j

rled to-night to Miss Mlna Taylor, a
daughter of a farmer living near New-
burg.

Witnesses at the Inquest told the
coroner that Lee had quarreled with his
father because the latter hajl not given
him as much money, as he thought he
should have, in view of his approach-
Ing marriage.
Lee said he had heard no noise In

t'.to house, and had no lde.t how or by
whom his father and mother and
brother had been murdered.
The house was discovered on fire at

4:30 o'clock ibis morning, and by the
time firemen reached It It was blazing
from all sides. In trying to enter they
found that all the doors r^\A window/;
were locked. Breaking down the
doors, the flrem.tn found the ineln-

DEFENSE HOLDS ITS
OWN, BUT CRUCIAL
TEST YET TO COME

Death Grapple When Paul Beattie Takes Stand,Perhaps This Afternoon.Prisoner's JauntyAir Departs as He Begins Desperate Fight
for Life.Stifling Heat in

Court Room.

Tho defense holds its own.
Out of the first shuffle of the cards, with life or death the stake, the accus¬

ers of Henry Clay Beattie. .lr., drew nothing more tangible than a dreary repe¬tition of inquest testimony, and cloned a day of wretched heat and discomfort..he gainer by little and the loser by one or two expectations that failed at thecritical moment. It was not a determining test.there should be no mistake asto this. The State still stand? firm as a rock in Its conviction of ultimate suc¬
cess, and tho fight has hardly begun.

But that, the other side came Into It strongly no man can deny. Skirmishingwarily for position, seizing avidly every point, however small: scoring a littlehere, a little more there. It unished at sunset hopefully as It began, profitingmost by the mishaps of the Commonwealth. It launched a final arrow latein the day.a bold and adroit stroke at the very foundetlon Itself. Theoreti¬cally fraught with possibilities beyond Imagining at this Juncture, this reallymeans nothing but one more exception on the list already long. The Indictmentwill surely stand and the great trial go on.

Ends With Both Sides Confident.
Both sides withdrew claiming victory, and overnight both, having measured

strength anil come, to respect and fear each other, prepared all the more care¬
fully for another day. A few hours more may bring the death grapple on. Inthe spotlight glaringly stands Faul Beattie, the accusing cousin, looming large.Upon him, hysterical and weak, seemingly hangs tho issue now. How he will
weather the storm gathering over his head none can say. If he stood alone,
unsupported, well might the Commonwealth fear. But behind this str'pllngthe State has gathered much of Its force, with witness upon witness to hold uphis hands, however much he may quail before the searching, trapping wit of
counsel or the disconcerting eye of his kinsman within the bar. Yesterday will
shrink Into Insignificance when it comes to this.and It may come to-day.

Anniversary of His Wedding Day.
And of the prisoner? On tlie first anniversary of his wedding day he came,

charged with the murder of bis bride, and faced his judges with little of tha
half-supercilious confidence "f old. !t was not the Henry Beattie of a week
ago. Though scarcely just in such a er'sls i>. watch and weigh every fleeting
shadow upon the face of a man battling desperately for life, yet there were
many who noted the change, and it cannot be ignored. [-'or more than two
hours in the morning he sat like a hunted animal at hay. Grim and silent, he
saw the first measure of arms, keenly conscious of every mu\e. Was Henry
Beattie losing his nerve at last? Many asked tho question, but none could
answer. To-day he may conic back cheerful and light-hearted again There is
no accounting for this strange boy. He is one of mystery and unfathomed
depths, If ever one existed, shlftllng lightly from grave to almost gay. In the
afternoon he brightened perceptibly and went again to his lonely cell. He may
be innocent. The public does not believe it. the Jury will determine it. Guilty
or Innocent, he Is making a game struggle, in spite of his seeming panic when
the first witness went on the stand.

Defense Making Big Fight.
The defense snowed Its hand.somewhat. Leaving out of consideration the

possible final resort.insanity.it la evident that it will light from ditch to ditch,
yielding nothing. Standing llfttly on the prisoner's original story of the crime.
It sets forth to prove it reasonable ami irue. Every technicality of the law
wtll bo Invoked, and there are lilrinj every loophole, however small will be
tested; every slip In the opposite camp will orlr.fc- a quick movement. Unimpor¬
tant or not any witness who conies will be r.ikcd with a steady tire. In the hope
that he may yield something-.no mutter what. On such tuttes us these the
defense will feed, ami in the meantime, behind the scenes, draw up Its lines for
its great battle the attack pn Paul Beattie. Here It will win or los? the case,
and all know it. As It stands, the cousin's confession connects Henry directly,
deilnltely und undeniably with the murderoiit sun. The defense must disprove
or discredit It. The- Common wealth -ays it cannot And In the balance hangs
the pr'aoner'a life.

Ghastly Crime Rehearsed.
In the first day the prosecution rehearsed the history of the crime. It set

up Henry Beanie's rtory, with the determination of finally riddling it. It
proved his association with the Blnford woman, ft showed that he spent hours
with her on the very night before l:!s young wife was done t.» death. It
pointed to some variations in his accounts of that tragic moment on the Mid¬
lothian Pike, it proved, Infercntlnlly. that though his wife laj dead n-ar him.
the husband even then was comparatively cool and calm, it ceiled to the Jury's
notice the .supposedly telltale footprints near the roadway stump.hut here the
defense hail u qualifying word to say. It laid emphasis on the character of tha
